SUICIDE OF AN INSANE WOMAN. _ 
INQUEST. 

- An inquest was held this aftesnoon, at 
the Government Civil Hospital, before the 
Coroner, C. V. Creagh, Esq , and the fol- 
lowing gentlemen asa jury :—Morers G. L. 
Garhate L. L. Hennequin and L. di A. 
Roza, on the body of a woman named Yow 
‘Au Sau, about 75 years ofage, 

Dr. Wharry, Superintendent of the Gov- 
ernment Civil Hospital, examined the body 
and pronounced the catise of death to. be 
strangulation. 

The son of deceased, a missfonary at- 
tached to the London Misslonary Society, 
proved that deceased Iived with him and 
hig family ‘at’ Yow-mab-tee. For some 
time past-the’ deceased had shewn signs 
of mental derangement and had frequently 
quarrelled with his wife and family with- 
out any apparent reason. Two days ago 
an altercation occurred between him 
and his wife about monoy matters, bis 
wife complaining that money was given to 
her mother-fn-law, and not to her. This 
geemed to annoy the old woman, but she 
retired for the night ap 
usual health, Some time ago she had a 
severe sickness which lasted three months. 
During thot illness she fancied sho was 
going to die and procured a mourning 
costume which she appears to have put on 
that night after retiring to her own room, 
Next morning she was found suspended by 
the neck from a hook in the ceiling, life 
being qiite extinct. The wife of this 
witness gave corroborative evidence as to 
the deceased’s .pecullarity of temper since 
her late sickness, and as to. the finding of 
the body. 

Taspoctor Camercn was notified of the 
circumstance, and made an inspection of 
the premises this morning. He could 
glean no informition from the neighbours 
and had no doubt as to the cause of death, 
which he believed to have been self-inflicted. 

The jury returned 9 verdict of “guicide 
while in an unsound state of mind.”
